For a time the fire threatened the 
entire business district of the' city but 
was finally brought under control af- 
ter the flames had destroyed property 
estimated to be worth $500,000. 
The Morrlssey building, occupied by 
the Lewis store', was burned to the 
ground with a loss estimated to ex- 
ceed $200,000. 
The interior of the 
Price block across the street was 
swept by the flames. The Odd Fel- 
lows' temple, a large structure just 
south of the Morrissey building, was 
saved after a hard flght. High winds

URGE FREIGHT RATE 


ADVANCE TO ROADS

" Chicago. March 17.—The advance 
on freight rates on -hay, at 2 cents 
hundred pounds on shipments from 
Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma 
and Nebraska to Chicago, were urged 
before • Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sioner Daniels today in a hearing of 
the 41 western railroads for increases 
of rates. 
F. P. Eyman. assistant traffic man- 
ager of Chicago "Northwestern rail- 
way, testified that hay was one of the 
commodities in the hauling of which 
the railroads were losing money. Mr. 
Eyman said that the total annual in- 
crease would be provided by the pro- 
posed increase on hay. 
"The proposed rates," said Mr. Ey- 
man, "are no higher than the rate ap- 
proved by the commission for Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin and South Dakota. A 
comparison also shows that the pro- 
posed charges from western, territory 
to Chicago are no higher, out are 
practlcallv the sama as rates for sim- 
ilar distances from Chicago eastward, 
although the density of. traffic east 
of Chicago Is -much greater. Thus, 
from Watertown. .South . Dakota, to 
Chicago, 593 mites, the proposed rate 
is 25c a hundred, while from San- 
dusky, to Albany, 'N. Y., 599 miles, 
where- the --traffic is denser, the pres- 
ent rate is 27 S-ICT cents.

EXPLAINS HIS PUN 


TO INSURE ECONOMY 


Henry Johnson Do«* Hot Bel lev* In 


Vesting Too Much Appointive 


Power to State OffkHala. 
[ar«CIAL TO THE OAZETTB] 


•Madison, Marcli 17.—State Treas- 
urer Henry Johnson, In his statement 
ssued today, gives pertinent views 
on the reduction, of state expenses 
and the reducing of the state tax levy 
and correcting of the administration 
problems that confront the state law- 
makers. "While Johnson's id«as ar« not 
strictly In harmony -with those of 
Jovornor Philipp, they are interest- 
ng to the public of the state and 
contain valuable views that would 
tend. to untangle the evils caused by 
past legislatures. 
In Ills statement relative to the tax 
evy and other matters pertaining to 
.aiatlon, State • Treasurer 
Henry 
Johnson 
strongly 
disapproves 
the 
suggestion that tax.levying be taken 
from the legislature and vested 
lu 
state officers or other constitutional 
officers. To give the 
secretary of 
state, for example, responsibllty In 
the levying or remitting of taxes he 
believes is a departure from the con- 
stitutional prerogative rightly belong- 
ing to the legislature. 
Mr. Johnson makes a number of 
suggestions on ways of 
simplifying 
these 
administrative 
problems, as 
follows: 
"Do not make the capitol an ex- 
periment station. 
"Do not place all the responsibility 
upon the governor by appointment nor 
even by the advice and consent of the 
senate, which, in many Instances, 
means that a man is blacklisted be- 
fore lie enters upon his duties. 
"Make the commissioners elective, 
compelling them to give an account 
of their stewardship to the people 
every two years instead of a long ap- 
pointment covering six or eight years. 
This will help to keep down expenses. 
Our Wisconsin people are Intelligent 
and know.how to vote. 
"Classify salaries in the 
different 
departments, for there is no reason 
for paying from 15 to 20 per cent more 
in one department than In another 
for the same class of work. 
Repeal the civil service or create 
a pension bureau. 
"Do away with the fiscal year June 
30th. 
"Make the legislative levy the state 
tax as the constitution provides and 
as was the practice for years. Do 
not leave it to administration officers 
to remit taxes or Increase taxes. Let 
the legislature name the exact sum 
which shall be levied and take its 
constitutional responsibility. 
"Do away with the state treasury 
agent's office and transfer that ae- 
department to the secretary of state, 
thereby 
avoiding duplication 
and 
saving' about $30 a year. 
"In fact simplify the state depart- 
ment so. that the average man may 
understand it, and I think that is 
what the people -want."

BY COURTS OPPOSED 


Senator Sanborn Has. Objection* to 


Gov. Phlllpp1* Plan—Doe* Not 


Favor Increase In 


•Benefit*.

Madison, Wis., March 17.—Former 
State Senator A. W.' Sanborn, who as 
chairman of the committee that draft 
ed the workmen's compensation act 
spent five years investigating the sub 
ject. came out against Gov. Philipp's 
proposal to turn a part of the admin 
istration over to the county courts, in 
an address before the legislative com 
mittee "considering this 
legislation 
Incidentally Senator Sanborn volcee 
his opposition to the Burke and Han 
bills to-increase the amount of com 
pensatlon. He said that with all work 
men under the act but one year's trial 
had been given the law and that this 
was not sufficient to predicate the 
justice of an increase of the amouni 
of compensation at tills time. 


Workmen Get Benefit. 


Senator Sanborn siald that the ben- 
efits to workmen of the compensation 
act had gone far beyond the expec- 
tations. Under the old liability sys- 
tem in one year it required $82 of an 
employer's money.to carry $18 to an 
injured employe. He said that the 
courts and lawyers got more than the 
njured man. He expressed the opin- 
on that the greatest amount ever paid 
'or compensation in Wisconsin under 
the old common law liability system 
was $200,000 compared with $1,200,000 
>aid in Wisconsin last year under the 
workmen's compensation plan. 
"I am deadly opposed to the plan 
.hat is now being talked about of 
.urning the initial work 
under the 
compensation acts over to the courts," 
laclared 
Senator 
Sanborn. "The 
;reat benefit of workmen's compensa- 
ion is that its rapid administration 
>f the law by a commission permits 
mmediate settlement, when 
people 
re in the greatest need. If you have 
ourt administration you will have to 
ivait your turn. Moreover, when you 
alk about courts, you talk about 
awyqrs. It means that that every in- 
ured man will be compelled to have 
a lawyer to represent him in court 
t means extra expense to the county 
and to the state." 
Senator Sanborn then said that the 
past year could not be judged 'as a 
fair criterion of the amount of com- 
pensation that can be paid by an em- 
ployer. He said that the manufactur- 
ers of the state were passing through 
a period of depression and it would be 
unjust to further burden them at this 
time. 


Compensation High . Enough. 
H. W. Bolens of Port Washington 
opposed the passage of the Senator 
Burke and Hart bills to increase the 
rate of compensation. He said that 
the Wisconsin law was already one of 
three compensation laws in the United 
States that gave a relatively large 
compensation and that in most of the

hours of labor of domestic servants 
may be made the, subject of an in- 
vestigation 
by the 
state industrial 
commission. 
A 
bill 
directing 
the 
commission to conduct such a survey 
has been oHered in the assembly by 
Assemblyman Carl Minkley o£ Mil- 
waukee. The measure was referred 
to the committee on labor. 
The Minkley bill provides that no 
person employed by another 
in per- 
forming household or domestic work 
shall be permited to work for such 
periods of time during any day, night 
or week, 
"as shall 
be inimical or 
prejudicial to the life, health safety, 
welfare and, morals of such person." 
It then provides that for the purpose 
the health 
and morals 
of domestic 
servants they shall be provided with 
reasonably sanitary and comfortable 
sleeping quarters and with rooms or 
places for (receiving and entertain- 
ing and visiting with others. 
It is made the duty of the indus- 
trial commission to investigate and 
to issue a general order fixing the 
r.umber of hours of work, the begin- 
ning or the ending of work during 
any day, night or week. Heavy 
penalties are provided for violations 
of the law. 
"Domestic servants are a class of 
people about 
whom there is much 
talk and over whom there Is little 
benefits 
showered," 
said Assembly- 
man Minkley today. 
"This bill will 
secure 
definite 
information 
about 
their hours of employment, the con- 
ditions under -which they live and 
their code of life. 
There should be 
no opposition to securing this inform- 
ation, even though it shall be used in 
'.he future for other legislative action.

Realizing the vast importance 'and

»rce-. for good'or evil, the Education- 
Committee has been instrumental 
in

wholesome moving pictures, 
songs 
and vaudeville entertainments. 
While a censorship 
of the places 


of 
amusement has 
not 
been ac- 
complished, an effort lias been- made 
to influence the local management of 
the same to. provide entertainments 
of an .uplifting and ennobling char- 
acter. 
This 
committee 
has 
also 
secured the' presentation of various 
themes 
by 
means of lectures. Dr. 
Graham Taylor, of Chicago, the noted 
settlement 
worker, inspired a large 
audience' with his lecture on "Human 
Values at Stake- -in Local Govern- 
ment." 


Miss Van Buren, • of 
Owatonna, 
Minn., delivered a lecture on "Civic 
Work with Children," in which - she 
emphasized the urgent 
necessity of 
closer home interests for young'peo- 
ple, to offset the prevailing influence 
of the street and questionable social 
functions. One of the best agencies 
for accomplishing this 
object, ac- 
cording to Miss Van 
Buren, is the 
Public Playground. 


This 
department of child better- 
ment was already begun and carried 
on 
under the 
supervision of 
the 
Board of Education of our city. Play- 
grounds were previously started by 
a Committee o£ the Church Brother- 
hood of which Mr. Stowe 
Lovejoy

It has been truly said that the Public 
Playground

Re'aliziug the fact that the major- 
ity of parents were not conversant 
upon matters pertaining to the edu- 
cation of their children, committees 
were1 appointed to visit the several 
school buildings in different wards of 
our city and report on such matters 
as 
Ventilation, 
Lighting, Toilets, 
Adaptation of seats to pupils, etc. 
The object of the investigation was 
to bring parents in closer touch with 
the schools and their conditions, and 
to create a feeling

Most of 'the art clubs in the conn- 
try are devoting their entire energies 
to the study of the lives and works of 
eminent sculptors and painters.

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GOVERNOR PHILIPP 


EXPLAINS HIS PLAN 


TO INSURE ECONOMY 


(Contlnue'd from page 1.) 


ly self-sustaining under the now ar- 
rangement. An expert forester will 
have charge of his oranch, an expert 
on fisheries will have charge of his 
line of work and a man with the in- 
terests of the sportsmen of the state 
at heart will have charge of the game 
warden's department. There will be 
no room on this board for politicians. 
Fishhig and hunting in Wisconsin is 
no longer a commercial pursuit. 
It 


Is a sportsman's Interest, and the de- 
partment should be built up for his 
benefit. I shall urge that a fund be 
set aside from the license money paid 
in for game preserves and for the 
propagation of flsh and game. The 
money belongs to the sportsmen and 
it ought to be spent in their behalf. 
"Second, we intend to consolidate 
under the department of public wel- 
fare the following divisions now sep- 
arately maintained: the board of con- 
trol, the board of health, the dairy 
and food department, the oil inspec- 
tion department and tie state treasury 
agent. We will need five men on this 
board including a doctor of medicine, 
a peuologist, a man familiar with the 
dairy interests aitd several practical 
business men. Tills department may 
be organized so as to eliminate du- 
plication and needless expense in the 
matter of state inspection. An in- 
spector who examines the products of 
a creamery should also have sufficient 
intelligence to tell whether the drains 
are in a sanitary condition or whether 
the scales and weights are correct. 
There Is no need for separate and 
distinct inspectors when the same one 
can readily perform all duties. This 
will effect a saving of $100,000 an- 
nually. 


New Agricultural Board. 
"Third, we propose to combine into 
one department the following branch- 
es: the board of agriculture, the state 
veterinarian's department, the apiary 
department, the department of immi- 
gration and the state livestock de- 
partment and sanitary board. 
They 
are all allied interests and have the 
same end in view, namely the pro- 
motion of the state's agricultural in- 
terest.';. All these branches need to 
be made responsible to the governor 
so that he may have some influence 
over their expenditures. When we 
have gone through this program we 
ivill have accomplished much in the 
interests of economy, and I will feel 
that I have in a measure kept my 
promise. I have always bad the com- 
mercial habit of keeping my word and 
I want to apply the same principle 
politically." 


With regard to the state printing 
Governor Philipp declared that an 
economy of $100,000 a year could be 
effected. 
The expense of this one 
item has increased, he 
said, 
from 
$48,00-0 in 1904 to $258,000 in 1914. An 
investigation early this year revealed 
the fact that there was $43,000 worth 
of print paper on hand at the state 
capital, some of it six and seven 
years old. When the election pam- 
phlet law went into effect, a measure 
wloich the governor said it was his 
intention to repeal, ten carloads of 
paper were bought. There are nine 
and a, half carloads now on hand 
Thousands of volumes of unnecessary 
reports\and documents were found 
stored in\ the basement of the capitol 
As a remedy for this Governor Philipp 
asks that the superintendent of pub- 
lic property be made responsible for 
all orders* for state printing. 
This 


official shftuld be a practical printer 
and associated with him should be 
a. competent editor, and not an order 
shoulri be /allowed which will exceed 
$200 until,! the 
governor's 
consent 
shall have,1 been secured; 
Vi«ws on Water Power 
Govern/or Philipp also had some- 
thing: to/say on the waterpower situa- 
tion in /Wisconsin, and he came out 
strongly in favor of the repeal of the 
present! law which, he charged, prac- 
tical];/'made waterpower rights in the 
stat.4.' conBscatory Ho the state after 
thrrty years. The law resulted in dis- 
couraging entirely the development of 
waterpower in northern 
Wisconsin 
where the settlers were clamoring for 
improvements. No one could-be found 
who would invest money in a propo- 
sition so manifestly unfair to capital 
Governor Philipp declared that he was 
in favor of a law which would ade- 
quately protect the investors, which 
would 
encourage development and 
which would provide for the payment 
of a fair compensation in case it was 
found advisable that the waterpower 
should le taken over by the state. 
Relative to the plan of reforestation 
Governor Phiiipp said that under the 
recent ruling of the state 
supreme 
court nothing more of importance 
could be done; As matters stand the 
state has 1,000 acres of forests. 
It 
takes from 50 to 150 years to raise a 
forest tree so that it will be product- 
ive of lumber. This was not a busi- 
ness proposition for so small a unit 
as a state. It would not attract pri- 
vate_ capital and it is unfair, he con- 
i£"(led' to ask the taxpayers to con- 
tribute to an enterprise which will not 
pay dividends for a hundred years 
If it is a government proposition in 
the interests of the public welfare it 
rhould be lurthered by the national 
£ind not the state government. 


Sees Hope for Business. 
The governor expressed the opinion 
that business will again 
resume a 
normal condition, that 
the country 


soon 
go onto a conservative 


Ncrv-Ro»ldent» Boost Expense. 


"Let me Bay that the university Is 
a part of our educational system that 
should be maintained just BO gener- 
ously a« the people can afford. 
We 
should have the best, but it IB not 
necessary that we should have the 
largest. The record shows that there 
are between 1,000 »nd 1,500 non-resi- 
dent students at the institution, and 
as a result the regents are continually 
urging an elaborate building program 
before the legislature, claiming that 
there is not sufficient room for their 
needs. If the taxpayers want to throw 
open the university without limit It 
will be necessary to maintain this 
building program, expensive as It Is. 
I would say, however, first take care 
of our own citizens and then If we 
have any room to spare take Jn the 
outsiders and charge a tuition which 
will In a measure compensate us for 
the expense. 
"I have asked for a central board 
of education. As matters stand now 
the university regents, the normal 
school regents and the management of 
the Stout Institute eaoh maintains a 
lobby at the legislature asking for ap- 
propriations. Bach wants as much 
as it can get without regard 'to the 
other and wlthont thought of the com- 
mon school Interests. Under a single 
board all requests for appropriations 
would be passed upon and considered 
one with relation to the other, thus 
maintaining 
balance 
and 
equality 
in falmeos to all branches of the edu- 
cational system. 


Criticizes Its Aloofness. 


"The state university has gotten be- 
yond tho balance of the other ele- 
ments. It is charged, and the feeling 
Is prevalent throughout the state, that 
it sets Itself above and alone, and It 
is operating on the principle of the 
running brook, 'governors may come 
and governors may go but- I go on 
forever' I have told President Van 
Hise that I am anxious to help the 
university, but unless the university 
shows a willingness to Join In the 
effort to reduce expenses and elimin- 
ate extravagance the people of Wis- 
consin will send a man to the gov- 
ernor's chair, in case I fall to accom- 
plish the purpose, who will come with 
an axe and prune that 
Institution 
.everlastingly. 


"I am concerned with the business 
and not the educational side of the 
university. I am responsible for a 
sound 
business management of Its 
affairs. 
On the instructional side I 
ask as a citizen that when our youne 
men and young women come back" 
from its halls of learning they shall 
come as staunch friends of American 
institutions; that they shall respect 
and support the constitution and that 
they shall not lend any part of their;

Whlttet Is Called Upon; 
Following Governor Phuipp's. ad- 
dress Lawrence C. Whlttet, speaker 
of the assembly and representative 
of the first Rock county district, who 
was also a guest of the gathering, was 
called upon.
